There has Just been deposited in the 
insect house at the London zoo a 
specimen of the bird-eating spider, 
which earns Its name by occasionally 
including In its nenu some of the 
brilliantly hued humming-birds and 
varicolored fmchea of the Sotitlr Amer¬ 
ican tropics. 

It is douhtfnl wbethcr tee silken 
threads wbich he spins in profusion 
constitute hto most effective tackle for 
securing his prey; Indeed, it is more 
probable that the little birds got 
caught through alighting upon the 
banana and other leaves, in the twist¬ 
ed folds of which the spider makes 
Iris home. The similarity of his color- 
ing to the hark of trees, to which he 
attaches himself, is also ft powerful 
factor in enabling him to approach his 
prey. 

The silken threads which help to 
ensnare so many beautiful birds are 
ft serious annoyance to the traveler 
when riding or driving through the 
let: frequented forests. As they con* 
tlnually strike the face, one is re¬ 
minded of some fiendish motor trap. 

The bird-eating spider Is much 
smftller, although not less ferocious In 
appearance, than the famous taran* 
tula. The body of a full-grown ta¬ 
rantula is as big as a ben's egg, and 
on an average it gives from 20 to 10 
yards of silk, the weaving of which 
was expected at one time to prove a 
very considerable industry* In some of 
tbo Australian colonies.

The girls employed at tins Continen¬ 
tal Paper Bag Co., who have been 
awaiting the company- ’s answer to their ■ 
demand for a raise in pay struck and 
did not report for work Thursday morn- 
lug. 

The history of the trouble HS given 
tho CITIZEN reported by Alisa Ola 
Pomeroy and Miss Nellie Lord is as 
follows. Wednesday, August 22, the 
girls sent Miss Pomeroy- to Superin¬ 
tendent Halley with a request that all 
girls receive, in the future, $5 per week 
for the first two months: work, and $6 
per week for thefollowing four months; 
and thereafter $1.25 per day. 

The same afternoon Air. Halley re¬ 
turned an answer which WaS not satis- ; 
factory to the girls and they quit 
Work, but next day returned, pending 
word from New Tork, 

The Superintendent declined to con¬ 
fer further with Miss Pomeroy, who 
had In the meanwhile been elected 
president of the local braneU of the : 
International Union of Bag and Box 
makers. A meeting of the Union fol¬ 
lowed and a committee of six was ap¬ 
pointed by the president to see Air. 
Hawley, and present the original de¬ 
mands in due form. 

Last Tuesday* the committee was in¬ 
formed that a raise from the present 
schedule of wages would bo made to $7 
per week fpr "competent girls.” 

The committee refused the offer, 
after an informal conference, and a 
strike Was declared, and when the girls 
left the mill Wednesday night, August 
2 D, it was with the determination not 
to return to work until their request 
was granted. At a meeting held Fri¬ 
day afternoon it is understood that a 
unanimous vote was taken to win the 
strike. Miss Pomeroy and Miss Lord 
said if they did not win the girls would 
leave Rumford Falls. 

The official* of the company "tell the 
. story- substantially as above outlined. 
The term "competent” applies to a gir. 
Who has worked six months, and Is able 
to fun a machine alone. Some girls 
are too small to run n machine alone, 
and two are required for the work. 
These are not "competent.” It Is 
understood that the company- do not 
object to tits demand for $3 add, $ff- per 
Week fov the first two and following 

four months respectively. 

The company are noL *t* the oSieials 
my, now considering the matter. The 
mill is closed, and excepting the ma¬ 
chinists, the hands are idle. The com- 
pany leave their offer open, and when 
the girls get ready to work they- will be 
welcome, and gives their ifiaees back, 
Ernest Flood sM Jacob Tazelanr, labor 
organizers, have been here several 
lays, and it is supposed they «*6 act¬ 
ing, as counselors for the Union. 

Local public opinion Is not expressed 
in a very* positive nanuer, although 
from an economic viewpoint/it is quite 
unanimously- agreed that the present 
pay is too Small for girls to live Weir 
upon.
